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MEET OUR NEW PRESIDENT 


At a special meeting held on September 22, 1960, the Alumnae 
Associations of the Schools of Nursing of St. Luke’s Hospital and 
Presbyterian Hospital consolidated into a new 
organization called the Alumnae Association, 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital, School of 
Nursing. 


Miss Anne R. Kimmel was elected president 
of the new organization. Other officers elected 
were Mrs. Kathyn Gdalman, First Vice-Presi- 
dent; Miss Muriel Stewart, Second Vice-Presi- 
dent; Mrs. Marie Geisler, Secretary; and Mrs. 
Edna Travers, Treasurer. 


Miss Kimmel is a graduate of the Presby- 
terian Hospital School of Nursing in Chicago, 
class of 1944. She also has a B.S. degree in Nursing Education from 
Loyola University, Chicago, and a M.A. degree in Nursing Admini- 
stration from the University of Chicago. She has served as staff nurse, 
head nurse, supervisor, and clinical instructor at Presbyterian Hospital 
and its School of Nursing. When the Presbyterian and St. Luke’s 
Hospitals merged, she was appointed Assistant Director-Medical Nurs- 
ing. In October, 1959, she was appointed Director of Nursing of 
Sherman Hospital, Elgin, Illinois. 


Miss Kimmel is also active in other nursing organiations and is 
currently the treasurer of the Chicago and Northeastern League for 
Nursing. 
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THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


The newly consolidated Alumni Association, Presbyterian-St. Luke’s 
Hospital School of Nursing was formed, after unanimous approval of 
the Agreement of Consolidation by the membership of both the 
Alumnae Association, School of Nursing, Presbyterian Hospital, Chi- 
cago, and the Alumnae Association, St. Luke’s Hospital School of 
Nursing on September 22, 1960. The purposes of the new Associa- 
tion are: to unite the graduates of the two former Alumnae Asso- 
ciations, to promote the professional and educational advancement of 
nursing, and to support the interests of the Presbyterian-St. Luke’s 
Hospital School of Nursing. 

The new association is chartered by the state of Illinois as a not- 
for-profit organization and the charter is placed in our vault for safe 
keeping. 

The consolidation is the result of many hours of planning, dis- 
cussing, compromising, correlating, and consulting with Alumnae board 
members, lawyers, a parliamentarian, and Alumnae members. The 
Consolidating Committee consisting of Mrs. Lucille Narva, Chairman, 
Mrs. Marie Geisler, Secretary, and Mrs. Kathryn Gdalman, Miss Bess 
Hawver, Miss Anne R. Kimmel. Mrs. Mary Merchant, Mrs. Edna 
Travers, and Mrs. Dorothy Van Gorp deserve special recognition for 
their efforts to effect the consolidation. On behalf of the Alumni 
Association, I wish to extend my sincere thanks to each of them for 
the complete plan of organization and particularly for the By-laws, 
which seem to be all inclusive and clearly defined. The Consolidating 
Committee, plus the Board of Directors of both former organizations, 
have given the new Alumni Association a firm foundation upon which 
to build one of the largest and strongest Alumni Associations in the 
world. Special recognition should also be given to the two lawyers, 
Mr. Edwin Irons and Mr. Alexander Moody and the parliamentarian, 
Mrs. Marie Suthers for their unbiased counsel and advice during the 
planning stages of the consolidation. 

The first Board of Directors meeting was held on October 10, 
1960, at which time the officers and board members met. The fol- 
lowing business was transacted: adoption and implementation of the 
by-laws, authorization of payment of expenses, authorization of new 
seal, authorization of form for membership cards and due notices, and 
selection of bank for deposit of funds. The Board was asked to submit 
to Mrs. Gdalman or Miss Anne R. Kimmel the names of Alumni 
members interested in serving as Chairman or members of the stand- 
ing committees. 

The second Board of Directors meeting met on November 7, 1960, 
in the Conference Room of the Hospital cafeteria. Mrs. Gdalman and 
Miss Kimmel presented their recommendations for the Chairmen of 
the standing committees. They were approved by the Board. The 
chairmen are: Education —- Florence Klenze, Finance — Kathryn 
Gdalman, Membership — Doris Molbo, Program and Social — Muriel 
Stewart, Public Relations — Co-chairman Barbara Pack and Magdalene 
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Steward, Revisions — Sally Ballenger, and Special Services — Velma 
Bowman. The standing rules were presented and accepted. The selec- 
tion of Crofford H. Buckles as auditor was approved. 

The third Board of Directors meeting was held on December 5, 
1960, in the Conference Room of the Hospital cafeteria. The Chair- 
men of the Standing Committees met with the Board of Directors 
and were introduced. The schedule for the 1961 meetings was dis- 
cussed.. Considerable time was spent discussing the date and plans 
for “Home-coming”’. It was decided that ““Home-coming” will be held 


.in May. The activities will consist of tours of the hospital followed 


by an afternoon tea. A banquet and program will be held in the 
evening at the Pick-Congress Hotel, 520 S. Michigan Avenue. The 
schedule of the 1961 meetings are printed in our bulletin on page 4. 

The fourth Board of Directors meeting was held on January 16, 
1961, at 7 P.M. in the Conference Room of the cafeteria. The Public 
Relations Committee reported their recommendations for the Alumni 
publication. It will be in magazine form, consist of 16 pages, and be 
published four times a year, March, June, September, and November. 
The content will include marriage, birth and death notices, class news, 
and special articles. 

I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the officers, board 
members, committee chairmen and members, and all the Alumni mem- 
bers who have been so helpful to me in activating our newly consoli- 
dated Alumni Association. It is the desire of the Board of Directors 
to consider ideas, suggestions, and recommendations from the mem- 
bers of the Association. We cordially invite all the members to sub- 
mit any suggestions, ideas, and recommendations to any member of 
the Board in order that we may consider them and take the necessary 
action. 

This is the first opportunity I have had to express my sincere 
gratitude to the members of the Alumni Association for the privilege 
of serving as President. With your confidence and trust, I shall en- 
deavor to promote and support the goal of our Association.

Kindly refer all applicants for 
membership to this committee. They will be pleased to forward the 
necessary form and information. 

The sixth meeting of the Board of Directors was held on May 15, 
1961 in the Conference Room of the Hospital Cafeteria. The Nom- 
inating Committee reported its nominees for the ballot which will be 
mailed to all Active members at least two weeks before our annual 
meeting on October 16. These nominees were approved by the Board 
and the ballot will be presented at our June 19 meeting at which time 
nominations may be made from the floor. Final arrangements for 
Homecoming were discussed. 

The first “Homecoming” was held on Friday, May 19, 1961 at the 
Nurses Residence of the Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital School of 
Nursing and The Pick Congress Hotel.

The three basic colors in furs are gray, black and brown, with 
many shades and variations of each in every kind of fur. He ex- 
plained about the “letting out” of a fur pelt, and showed samples of 
the most popular furs. | 


Service and maintenance are important in keeping fur in proper 
condition. Twenty-five pounds of cedar sawdust is used in cleaning 
a fur coat, and coats must be kept at the proper temperature during 
-the warm months to preserve natural oils in the hide backing the pelts. 


It was learned that mink are the size of a cigaret when born, and 
grow to full size in seven months. It takes 60 to 90 pelts to make a 
full length coat.

The 
nursing office at Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital is to be notified when 
hospitalization is necessary. This nursing care applies only to the

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AUSTRALIA AND THE INTERNATIONAL 
COUNCIL OF NURSES 


Attending the Congress of the ICN is an experience I shall never forget. 
In looking back over all the experiences, it’s difficult to know where to begin 
and how to impart to you all the picturesque country, the friendly and hos- 
pitable Australian people, the unfamiliar colloquialisms, the wonderful Aus- 
tralian nurses, and all the proceedings of the Congress. Perhaps it is best 
that I start with Australia. Mafiy@people think of Australia as the big 
country from “down under’ with all thevkangaroos. Maybe some of you 
know it as the country with the great barrier reef. Tennis ¢hampions, sheep, 
wallaby, koala bears, andthe “bush” are all associated with Australia. 

However, I think’ of (Australia as the location for the Congress of the 
ICN and as the home of all the warm and friendly Australian people. 
Australia is the oldest of the continents and has a population of 10,061,000 
(U. S..177,702;000) and an area of 2,974,000 square miles (U.S. 3,552,214). 
About 55% of the total area is suitable only for pastoral pursuits. Australia 
is an independent nation and is a member of the Commonwealth of Nations. 
There are six Australian states: Queensland, New South Wales, Victoria, 
South Australia, Western Australia, and Tasmania. Legislative powers are 
exercised in Australia by a Federal Parliament and State Parliaments. The 
Federal Parliament consists of the Queen, the Senate, (equal number of 
representatives of each state) and the House of Representatives (on popula- 
tion basis). A Governor-General and Governors of the state represent the 
Queen who is the link between Australia and the Commonwealth of Nations. 
Queen Elizabeth II visited Australia in 1954 and formally opened Federal 
and State Parliaments. The largest cities in Australia are Sidney, Population— 
2,016,620, and Melbourne, Population — 1,726,100, (Chicago, Population — 
3,550,404). The monetary unit is the Australian pound (approximately 
$2.23 U.S.) and the language is English—spoken with a bit of accent. The 
Seasons are just the reverse of ours. March, April, and May is the Autumn 
Season in Australia. 

Melbourne was:selected as the location of the 12th quadrennial congress 
of the ICN. Previously, Melbourne has been the scene of international 
affairs, as the 1956 Olympic Games wete held there. The business section 
of the city is approximately one mile long and slightly more than half a 
mile wide and the familiar thoroughfares are ‘Collins, Bourke, Swanson, and 
Elizabeth. Almost a quarter of the city’s total) atea is occupied by gardens 
and public parks. The Boulevards are shaded byswide-spreading leafy trees 
and adorned by shrubs, flowers, and lawns. The \tree-banked River Yarra 
flows through the city and continues out to Port Hobson’s Bay where the 
overseas liners and smaller vessels berth. The Congress was held in the 
Exhibition Building which was located in the beautiful Carlton Gardens and 
is the largest building in the Southern Hemisphere. The building has been 
and still is the centre of many ceremonials, concerts, and exhibitions. The 
Royal Ball and the State Reception for Her Majesty the Quteen{were held 
here during her visit in 1954. On opening day of the Congress, the skies 
were gray and typical temperamental autumn weather was evidenced. I 
wondered why so many of the Australian nurses carried their’ tugs (blankets 
to us). Well, I soon found there was “NO central heating!”. Now I know 
why everyone wears so many woolen dresses and suits and almost everyone 
carries an extra rug. 


Many of you may ask: What is the International Council of Nurses, how 
was it founded, who are the members, its officers, its voting body—the Grand 
Council, and the committees? The International Council of Nurses is a 
Federation of National Nurses Associations, and is a non-political, self- 
governing organization. The ICN admits into membership National Nurses 
Associations which uphold these principles, and helps them in maintaining 
the highest standards of nursing service, nursing education, and professional 
ethics in their own countries. 

The ICN is the oldest in- — 
ternational association of 
professional women. It was 
founded in 1899 by an 
English woman, Mrs. Bed- 
ford Fenwick, who was as- 
sisted on a provisional com- 
mittee by pioneer nursing 
leaders from several coun- 
tries. The first meeting of 
the Council was held in 
Buffalo, U.S.A. in 1901. 
Active membership was of- 
fered to self-governing Na- 
tional Nurses Associations, 
and nurses in every country 
were urged to form a nurses 
Association. Since 1899 the 
National Nurses Associa- 
tions in 52 countries have 
been admitted into member- 
ship. At the present time, 
46 Associations are in active 
membership: Australia, Aus- 
tria, Barbados. Belgium, 
Brazil, Canada, Ceylon, 
Chile, Columbia, Cuba, 
Denmark, Ethiopa, Finland, 
France, Germany, Great 
Britain, Greece, Haiti, Ice- 
land, India, Iran, Ireland, 
Israel, Italy, Jamaica, scene ha 
Japan, Korea, Liberia, Luxembourg, Malaya, Netherlands, New Zealand, 
Northern Rhodesia, Norway, Pakistan, Panama, Phillippines, Southern Rho- 
desia, Sweden, Switzerland, Trinidad, Turkey, Union of South Africa, Uru- 
guay, United States of America, and Yugoslavia. Thirteen New countries 
were admitted in this congress. They were: British Guiana, Burma, Republic 
of China (Taiwan), Egypt, Ghana, Jordan, Kenya, Mexico, Nigeria, Poland, 
Singapore, Thailand, and Venezuela. This brings the total number of 
national associations to 59 and represents approximately 458,000 individual 
nurses. 

The ICN is governed by a Grand Council and a Board of Directors. 
The Grand Council is the voting body of the ICN and meets usually every 
four years in connection with the Quadrennial Congresses. It consists of 
the Honorary Officers of the ICN together with the President and four 
accredited delegates from each active Member Association, The Board of 
Directors which consists of the Officers of the ICN together with the 
Presidents of all active Member Associations, usually meets every two years 
between regular meetings of the Grand Council. 

The Officers of the ICN consist of a President, three Vice-Presidents, 
Treasurer, and Deputy Treasurer, who are elected at the beginning of each 
quadrennial period. The Officers of the ICN constitute an Executive Com- 
mittee which, under the chairmanship of the President, is responsible for 
approving necessary acticn between ‘meetings of the Board of Directors. A 
General Secretary is responsible for the general administration of the affairs 
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of the ICN. The headquarters of the ICN is located at 1, Dean Trench 
Street, Westminster, London, S.W.1. The standing Committees of the ICN are: 
Membership, Revision of Constitution and By-laws, Finance, Nominating, 
Ethics of Nursing, Education, Nursing Service, Exchange of Privileges for 
Nurses. and Public Relations. 

Any nurse who is in good standing with her own National Nurses’ 
Association which is in membership with the ICN may benefit from the many 
activities carried out by the ICN. She may attend international congresses 
and may visit other countries for study, employment or observation through 
the ICN Exchange of Privileges programme. She is in direct relationship 
with the United Nations and its Specialized Agencies (and in particular 
with the World Health Organization). Through her membership in the ICN 
she is given the opportunity to promote international friendship. 

The ICN Board met in Wellington, New Zealand the week before the 
Congress in order to consider major questions to come before the Grand 
Council. On April 16, registration started for the ICN. The Royal Australian 
Nursing Federation were splendid hostesses and met us at the airport, trans- 
ported us to our hotels and the exhibition building. It was our first intro- 
duction to driving on the left side of the street and seeing the trams 
(surface transportation). Other things we soon became accustomed to were 
the pounds, shillings, lifts, and our afternoon teas. 

That afternoon (Sunday) special church services were held at the two 
three-spired Cathedrals of Melbourne—St. Paul’s Anglican Cathredal and 
St. Patrick’s Roman Catholic Cathedral. Over 4000 attended, and it seemed 
that regardless of our country, religion, or creed, there were no barriers. We 
had one religion in common which is to do good. 

On the opening day of 
the Congress, April 17, 
2300 registrants from 44 
countries assembled (222 
from U. S. ). His excel- 
lency, the Administrator of 
the Commonwealth, General 
Sir Dallas Brooks, officially 
opened the Congress. The 
ICN President, Agnes Ohl- 
son (U. S.) presided at the 
official opening. Miss Ohl- 
son deserved a “blue rib- 
bon” for the excellent man- 
ner in which she conducted 
all the business and activi- 
ties of the 12th Quadren- 
ial Congress. I was truly 
proud to be an American. 
Words of Welcome were 
also brought by Mr. Ber- 
nard Evans, Lord Mayor 
of Melbourne and Gladys — 
Schott, President of the ae) pat 
Royal Nursing Federation. Opening day is always highlighted by the display 
of all the national flags of the member associations, the national dress of the 
members from the orient and Africa, the music of many nations played by 
the Royal Australian Air Force Band, and the Roll Call of the members. 
English was the official language spoken, and one certainly heard a number 
of dialects and accents. There was an interpreting service available on an 
individual basis. It was not always easy for the nurses from all countries to 
follow the proceedings of the Congress. There was so much to absorb, and 
one couldn’t help but feel that some of the attitudes, impressions, and sym- 
pathies were possibly lost in the translation, Copies of reports, papers, and 
major speeches were available in English only. Some of the participants 
spent their evenings and spare hours in translating these papers into their 
native language. 
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The Exhibition building provided several services for the nurses in 
addition to the interesting exhibits from many of the participating organiza- 
tions. One exhibit showed the work of the Royal Flying Doctor Service of 
Australia which combines the benefits of medicine, aeroplane, and radio to 
fulfill the health needs in this vast country. The Bank of New South Wales 
provided special facilities for cashing travelers cheques and for exchange of 
currencies in the Congress Hall. The Bank also provided a Travel Depart- 
ment which assisted the Congress participants in utilizing all their spare 
hours to the best advantage. The Postmaster General’s Department provided 
a special Mobile Postal Unit for the convenience of Congress Members. For 
the nurses who did not prefer morning and afternoon tea, coffee was available 
from either the espresso or the familiar “Nescafe” stand. 

The five official delegates from the U. S. were Mathilda Scheuer, presi- 
dent of ANA; Judith Whitaker, executive secretary; Margaret Dolan, first 
vice-president; and Ann Zimmerman and Sister Maureen, board members. 

Our first exposure to Australia’s “Waltzing Matilda” wsa presented by 
the Australian Nurse’s Christian Movement Choir and by the time we left 
Australia we were well familiar with “Matilda”. This song tells the tale of 
“the jolly swag man” and was carried around the world by Australian troops 
during World War II. 

The Agenda of the Council included many reports, new business, election 
of new officers, resolutions, and location of the next meeting; and was 
conducted on Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday. In her report, the President 
enumerated on the trends in society that would influence today’s professional 
associations. They are: (1) emphasis on the individual, (2) the public’s 
awareness of the importance of health care, (3) the government’s increasing 
role in coping with the health needs of their citizen’s, and (4) the use of 
membership organizations to help solve the problems of nations and the 
world. The watchword for the ICN is “wisdom”. The theme of the Congress 
was “Wisdom and Guidance through Professional organization”. Miss Ohlson 
predicted that the ICN would show that they have the wisdom to seize the 
present opportunity, (2) that we will provide the necessary financial back- 
ground. and (3) that we will plan wisely for the extension of the effectiveness 
of our association in helping our colleagues to meet the health needs of the 
citizens of the world. 

The General Secretary, Miss Daisy Bridges, read her report in which 
she summarized all the activities which had taken place in the ICN head- 
quarters and which had been completed by the ICN staff. She reminded us 
that the ICN with its worldwide membership and high professional ideals 
can be a powerful influence for the promotion of world health and for 
international understanding. 

The General Treasurer reported on the deficit in the 1959 budget and 
presented two budgets. One was based on the current income of 16 pence 
(British) per capita for each member association. The second one was based 
on an increase in dues to 32 pence (about 36 cents, U. S.). The increase in 
dues would provide for increased field work, increased salaries to the ICN 
staff members, more committee meetings, and a small reserve. Action was 
deferred and the bylaws committee presented this proposed increase in 
their report. 

The Membership Committee reported that 13 new countries were recom- 
mended for membership, and they would be admitted in a special ceremony 
on Friday. Application from three student nurse groups were considered 
favorably by the Board. They were Sweden, United States, and Australia. 
Action was deferred. 

The Revision of Constitution and Bylaws Committee proposed a definition 
of a professional nurse as an addition to the preamble. This stated: 

A professional nurse is one who has completed a generalized nursing 
preparation in an approved school of nursing and is authorized to 
practice nursing in her country. Such general preparation shall include 
instruction and supervised practice in order to equip the nurse to care 
for peeple of all ages in the promotion of health and in all forms of 
sickness, whether physical or mental. 
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After considerable discussion, the proposed clause with a footnote was passed. 
The footnote stated: 

Not all nurses in every eountry have achieved this standard at the 
present time. However, nurses who graduate from approved schools of 
nursing during or after 1965 will be expected to have had such prepara- 
tion in order to qualify for ICN membership. 

The committee also proposed the increase of dues to 36 pence per capita. 
After considerable discussion, the proposal was passed and the new rate will 
be in effect January, 1962. The ANA will pay $64,000 yearly to the ICN 
for its members. 

The Nursing Ethics Committee reported: (1) their recommendation for 
the preparation of a book on ethics to be undertaken as soon as funds and 
a competent author can be secured, (2) that there should be a pledge based 
on the international code of ethics which could be used for graduation 
ceremonies and could be made the subject of an international competition 
for graduate nurses, and (3) that the International Code of Ethics be studied 
by the committee during the next four years for possible revision in 1965. 

The Nursing Education Committee recommended the following: 

(1) encouragement of closer working relationships between national associa- 
tion education committees and the Education Division of ICN, (2) more 
research seminars, projects, and the development of research materials, (3) a 
manual to replace the present The Basic Education of the Professional Nurse, 
and (4) a study that would lead to the development and implementation of 
the comprehensive curriculum which would prepare students to meet the 
professional nursing requisites as defined in the preamble. All the recom- 
mendations were passed. 

The Nursing Service Committee was a new committee which was estab- 
lished at the last quadrennial. They prepared an ICN booklet, ICN Basic 
Principles of Nursing Care. A subcommittee on Legal Responsibilities for 
Nursing Practice recommended that their report be studied in detail and that 
constructive action on the legal responsibility of nurses must be carried out 
on a national rather than an international level. 

The Exchange of Privileges for Nurses Committee recommended that 
nurses be encouraged to obtain employment outside their countries through 
the ICN exchange program. Further recommendations stated that: (1) it is 
desirable for the nurse seeking employment under the exchange program to 
have had two years experience in her own country, (2) the exchange program 
should be given more publicity, and (3) nurses unable to meet registration 
requirements in the country they visit should be permitted, for a specified 
period, to perform certain professional nursing duties under close supervision 
and be paid a commensurate salary. 

- The Public Relations Committee presented a platform for the ICN which 
can be used as a guide for press conferences and for the preparation of 
articles and speeches. Acknowledgment was given to the excellent press cover- 
age of the meetings by the local press. 

The Economic Welfare Committee provided for the appointment of an 
economic consultant to direct the division at ICN headquarters. The recom- 
mendation for the provision of a new Division on Economic Welfare and a 
standing committee on economic welfare in the bylaws was passed. 


The election results were announced as follows: President, Alice Clama- 
geran, France; First Vice-president, Agnes Ohlson, U.S.A.; Second Vice- 
president, Tehmina K. Adranvala, India; Third Vice-president, Gladys Schott, 
Australia; Hon. Treasurer, Marjorie J. Merriott, Great Britain. 

The Resolutions Committee recommended that (1) a committee be ap- 
pointed to study the advantages and disadvantages of relocating ICN head- 
quarters in Geneva, and (2) the finance and executive committees be em- 
powered to act in securing additional headquarters housing immediately in 
London. 

Invitations were extended for the 1965 Quadrennial Congress by Canada, 
Germany, and Great Britain. Ruth Elster, president of the German Nurses’

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ANNUAL REPORTS 
PRESIDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 


To the Officers, Board of Directors, and Members of the Alumni Association: 

The first year of the Alumni Association has been one of much develop- 
ment and organization. Upon the completion of the merger of the Presby- 
terian and St. Luke’s Hospitals and the merger of their schools of nursing, 
the Alumnae Associations of both schools of nursing established a consoli- 
dating committee. The membership of this committee included: Mrs. Lucille 
‘Narva, Chairman; Mrs. Marie Geisler, Secretary; Mrs. Kathryn Gdalman, 
Miss Bess Hawver, Miss Anne R. Kimmel, Mrs. Mary Merchant, Mrs. Edna 
Travers, and Mrs. Dorothy VanGorp. The consolidating committee, with 
the assistance of a parliamentarian and two lawyers, formulated the Agree- 
ment of the Consolidation and the Bylaws. This Agreement of Consolidation 
and the Bylaws were unanimously approved by the membership of both 
Alumnae Associations on September 22, 1960. When a merger or consolida- 
tion occurs, it is not always easy for the individuals involved to accept 
change, particularly when so many rich traditions are involved. At the 
time of the original merger of the two hospitals, no one from either of the 
schools of nursing or Alumnae Associations was consulted. The action of 
the two Alumnae Associations followed the merger of the two Women’s 
Boards and was the last of the affected groups to consolidate. This first 
year the Alumni Board of the new Association has endeavored to establish 
and fortify the purposes which are: to unite the graduates of the two former 
Alumnae Associations and the new school, to promote the professional and 
educational advancement in nursing, and to support the interests of the 
Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital, School of Nursing. I wish to take this 
opportunity to compliment all the members on their understanding, loyalty, 
and support of this new organization, and I feel they have played a great 
part in the success achieved to date. 

The following officers and board members were elected: President, 
Miss Anne R. Kimmel; First Vice-President, Mrs. Kathryn Gdalman; Second 
Vice-President, Miss Muriel Stewart; Treasurer, Mrs. Edna Travers; Secre- 
tary, Mrs. Marie Geisler, and Board members, Miss Ruth Collins, Mrs. Mary- 
beth Curth, Miss Bess Hawver, Miss Ruth Johnsen, Miss Magdalene Steward, 
and Mrs. Barbara Pack. 

The Board of Directors held seven meetings during the year. The fol- 
lowing members were appointed Chairman of the standing committees: Edu- 
cation, Mrs. Florence Klenze; Finance, Mrs. Kathryn Gdalman; Membership, 
Miss Doris Molbo; Program & Social, Miss Muriel Stewart; Public Relations, 
Miss Magdalene Steward and Mrs. Barbara Pack; Revisions, Miss Sally Ballen- 
ger; and Special Services, Miss Velma Bowman. The Nominating Committee 
elected Miss Merel Schmittler as their chairman. The Board of Directors 
managed the affairs of the Association and selected a place for the deposit of 
the Association funds. In all their activities, the Board has endeavored to 
be cognizant of the wishes and desires of the Alumni members and has tried 
to utilize them in planning its activities. I wish to thank all the officers 
and members of the Board for ther loyalty, continuous support and untiring 
efforts in managing the affairs of the Association and in establishing a firm 
foundation for our new organization. 

The members of the standing committees were appointed by the respec- 
tive Chairman. Our committees have been very active and I wish to thank 
them all for their contributions and the development of their respective 
duties as outlined in the Standing Rules. 

The President of the Association represents the Alumni at the regular 
meetings of the Nursing Education Board of the School of Nursing, Presby- 
terian-St. Luke’s Hospital. Four meetings held on April 27, May 25, 
September 21, and October 19 were attended. 

A special meeting was held with the graduating students of the 1961 
Class of the Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital, School of Nursing on August

Federation stated that the support of the ICN by their very presence in 
Germany would assist the German Nurses’ Federation to seek the membership 
and unity of all German nurses during this unsettled period in the history 
of their country. Voting was by secret ballot and the majority of the delegates 
favored Germany. 

Wednesday evening was one of the highlights of the Congress. The 
Royal Australian Nursing Federation was once again the perfect hostess at a 
special Buffet Banquet for all the 2300 Congress participants. The Royal 
Ballroom was so crowded there was no room for chairs. Nurses arrived from 
all directions, some by the tram, taxi, but there was such a traffic jam, that 
most of them finally walked. The attire included suits, uniforms, national cos- 
tumes, full evening dress, and frocks (Australian colloquialism for party dress). 
After being welcomed by the Hostesses, opportunity abounded for renewal 
of old friendships and many new acquaintances were made. When the signal 
was given from the hostess to “charge your glasses’, I was completely con- 
fused. However, I soon learned that red and white wine was supplied to all, 
and toasts were made to almost everyone including the Queen. Gay music 
was supplied by the Royal Air Force Band, and we again sang, “Waltzing 
Matilda”. Everyone had a most enjoyable time and was saddened to have 
the evening come to an end. 

The Plenary Sessions began on Thursday and were continued on Friday 
and Saturday A.M. The first speaker was Marie Jahoda, Ph.D. (Great 
Britain) who discussed ‘Nursing as a Profession”. She defined, ‘‘a profession 
implies that the quality of the work done by its members is of greater im- 
portance in their own eyes and in the eyes of society than the economic 
rewards they earn’. The nursing profession must adequately protect its 
members and needs of patients and the community. If tasks are so organized 
that individuals do not feel that they are responsible for their actions, they 
are deprived of a major satisfaction in their work, and many will consequently 
lower their standards. Nurses are committed both to service and self-protec- 
tion and must search for the best balance between twin tasks and adjust it to 
the ever changing needs of the community. 

The second speaker was Alice Girard, M.A.,B.Sc.,.R.N., (Canada) who 
discussed ‘The Professional Nursing Association—and You!” She discussed 
the value of the professional association to the individual nurse and the 
value of the individual nurse to the association. To best illustrate this, she 
used an analogy of the structure of organized nursing at its varicus levels 
with that of the human body and considered the nurse as the primary unit 
in this structure, that is, the cell. Human cells have different functions to 
perform and those cells which are similarly specialized aggregate into units of 
various orders, constituting the tissues and organs. At the same time, changes 
in the environment are also influencing these same cells, but the body must 
be kept in a steady state regardless of the internal and external changes. This 
is also the immediate end or goal of an association. Nurses must deal with 
the growing demands made upon their profession and keep pace with the 
advances made in other professions by constantly re-evaluating their methods 
and goals. The purposes of the association are: (1) setting and maintaining 
standards of professional education, practice, and research, (2) seeking eco- 
nomic security for its members, (3) creating an image of what nursing should 
be, and (4) interpreting how it is trying to set conditions for this image to 
become a reality. The national nurses associations are fortunate in that they 
do not stand alone, but are lined together as one strong chain, the ICN, 
which encircles the globe and provides guidance and wisdom. 


Eases 


In the second plenary session, the participants were divided into four 
sections: nursing education, nursing service, economic welfare, and public 
relation. 

The Nursing Education section considered the responsibility of a pro- 
fessional nurses’ association for the improvement of nursing education, or- 
ganization for nursing education as it is related to changing trends in 
medicine and public health, and planning for the future of nursing educa- 
tion, especially for research. One of the conclusions reached was that while 
it was necessary to have a generalized program of nursing education, it 
might not be desirable to have a common curriculum to achieve this com- 
mon aim. 

The Nursing Service section considered the administration of nursing 
service, how to meet the changing needs of the community for nursing care, 
and the responsibilities of a professional nurses association for the improve- 
ment of nursing service. Their discussion centered on the use of special 
care units in hospitals, the importance of effective communication at all 
levels, the use and abuse of auxiliary personnel, and the need to define clearly 
the functions of all nursing personnel. 

The Economic Welfare section considered the responsibility of a pro- 
fessional nurses association for economic welfare, the problems to be over- 
come in establishing an economic security program, and the international 
aspects of such a program. The relationships with trade unions were dis- 
cussed and even though working relationships with unions may develop, the 
nursing organization must retain its full independence as a free and demo- 
cratic organization. : 

The Public Relations section discussed how to interpret nursing to the 
community, how to establish good relations with the press and other media 
and with the public, various means of communications within the profession 
and with others, and the responsibility of a professional nurses’ association 
in the area of public relations. It was suggested that the ICN introduce the 
idea of an International Nursing Day to update the public image of nurses 
and nursing throughout the world. 

The conclusion of the plenary sessions was climaxed by the ceremony 
for the admission of the new member associations. I shall never forget this 
spectacular service as waves of applause came from the audience each time 
a new country was admitted. After the name of each new nation was called 
by the General Secretary, an Australian student nurse carrying the country’s 
flag, a member of the sponsoring nation, and a representative of the nation 
being admitted marched the entire length of the hall in the Exhibition 
Building to the stage where they were received by the ICN President. The 
flag of the country was placed with the flags of all the other member coun- 
tries and a short speech was made by both the sponsoring nation and the 
new member nation. It is impossible to describe here the impressiveness of 
this ceremony and: the spellbound effect that was evidenced in the entire 
audience. After all the nations were accepted, Miss Schott presented Miss 
Daisy Bridges with a book of tributes in honor of her retirement. Miss 
Bridges said that if she had had the opportunity to select where and how 
she was to be honored, she couldn’t have thought of a better time than to 
be on the program with the new member associations. The warmth of her 
personality permeated the entire audience, and she received a standing ova- 
tion. Thirty-two national associations were admitted to the ICN while Miss 
Bridges served as General Secretary. 

My spare hours were absorbed by the activities planned for me by some 
of the Australian matrons. I will never forget the good times we had and 
their wonderful hospitality. I had an opportunity to visit the Sir Colin 
MacKenzie Sanctuary in Healesville where many native birds and animals 
were seen in their native habitant. We also took an extensive drive east of 
Melbourne to see the Dandenong Ranges which contain the blue hills with 
beautiful foliage, gardens, and magnificent views of the surrounding country. 

Friday evening was International Night at the Royal Ballroom. Matrons 
(Directors), Sister tutors (instructors), Ward sisters (supervisors), Theater 
Sisters (Operating Room Supervisors) and all nurses gathered and renewed 
friendships. Once again tribute was paid to Daisy Bridges, and the Royal 
Air Force band obliged by playing “Daisy-Bicycle Built for Two”. Miss

Bridges reminisced with her usual dry humor, frequent toasts were made, and 
everyone joined in song including once again “Waltzing Matilda’. After 
a most enjoyable banquet, we all went back to our hotels exhausted. By now, 
our throats were sore, our eyes were heavy, and our voices were about gone; 
but we would not have missed any part of the Congress. 

The next morning we all appeared at the closing session. Dr. Jahoda 
summed up the Congress very efficiently without the aid of notes. She 
stated that there was a notion in the air that nursing transcends national 
boundaries but warned that this is not true in all respects and that not all 
our problems can be solved. The ICN must be cognizant of the fact that 
international policies and international action are possible only if one does 
not deny the differences in the identity of various nations and the differences 
in the problems they face. The future task of the ICN is to recognize fully 
the diversity among the countries and still work toward an international 
policy. One of the purposes is to help each other advance the standard of 
nursing all over the world. It is important that all delegations come to the 
Congress with the wish to learn more by receiving as well as by giving and to 
remember that being helped from the bottom up is an experience that is 
not pleasant. She warned the participants that the possible danger in this 
meeting was that the tremendous good will could become an end in itself. 
However, for a professional organization, this is not good enough. The 
good will which an international meeting can create is a means to face 
specific problems that every country faces in its own conditions with new 
energy and new ideas. 

Before transferring the gold President’s medallion to the new President, 
Miss Ohlson asked if we are achieving our goal, do we have to add more 
staff, do we need to search out colleagues and help prepare them, do we 
listen to the public and coordinate with other agencies? We must analyze 
and evaluate if we are to plan. Miss Ohlson offered the new watchword— 
INQUIRY. The gold medallion was transferred to the new President, Mlle. 
Clamageran who closed the conference. 

While in Australia I also had the opportunity to visit two hospitals: The 
Royal Melbourne Hospital which was occupied by the 4th General Hospital, 
U. S. Army in March, 1942 to March. 1944 (total beds—672); and the 
Sutherland District Hospital which has a total of 291 beds. Both of these 
hospitals are general public hospitals, and their nursing staffs were most 
gracious and informative guides. One of my most amusing experiences was 
in the Pediatric department of the district hospital. One of the children 
wanted to be sure to talk with me as he was interested in knowing if I had 
arrived by stagecoach, and if I had an Indian dress? 

Attending this Congress is an experience I shall never forget. The 
opportunity to discuss nursing with nurses from all over the world, the 
opportunity to meet so many wonderful people, the vast amount of informa- 
tion presented, and the hospitality of the Australian nurses all blend to 
create my composite of the 12th Quadrennial Congress. 

I wish to convey my gratitude to the Alumnae Association, School of 
Nursing, Presbyterian Hospital, for establishing the fund to send an alumnae 
member to the ICN every four years. Previous members attended the ICN 
in Stockholm, Sweden; Petropolis, Brazil; and Rome, Italy. I wish to encour- 
age our Alumni Association to make provisions for the possibility of sending 
an Alumni member as our representative to the 1965 meeting in Frankfort, 
Germany, 

I hope in recounting the proceedings of this Congress to you, I have 
been able in some small way, to express my humble gratitude to the Alumni 
for making it possible for me to attend this Congress. I am truly grateful.
